Ottawa Men Agree to Lead- 
ership of Sir Robert Borden 


OTTAWA, Aug. 30.—The question 
of the formation of y union govern- 
ment on a fifty-filty basis is now 
entirely up to the western Liberal 
leaders. 1t is their move. The Con- 
servative vaucus has overwhelmingly 
endorsed Sir Robert Borden, and has 
made it plain that it will not accept 
union except under his leadership. 

But the door has not been shut. 
If the western men who were nego- 
tiating with the premier are sincere 
—and Sir Robert thinks they are— 
then they will enter under his leader- 
ship, and union will be consummat- 
ed as soon as the house prorogues 
which will be very shortly. . 

If they were only” playing ‘polities, 
then they will’ reject’ the Borden 
leadership and official union is dead. 
Mere will be no more negotiations. 
However, even that does not mean 
that some Liberals will not be taken 
into the cabinet. If the official Lit 
erals reject the proposals, then Sit 
Robert will still recognize those ele-

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may bhome- 
stead a quarter eection of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tehewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the VDom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Enotry by proxy 
may be made at any Domision Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
jive within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
fo good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Preemption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Juties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. J.ive stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

Harem Life Agreeable to Those Who 
Have:to Put up With it—Mother- 
In-law Rules Average House 


While the life of Turkish women 
fs no longer that of female slaves to 
arrogant, polygamous husbands—for 
they have made great progress to 
wards a more free and emancipated 
life during the last few years—they 
still seem content to adhere to various 
Manners and customs which, in the 
Past, have had so much to de with 
Turkey's general deterioration. The 
Imperial harem, for instance, in spite 
of certain changes and certain privi- 
leges accorded to the Imperial Otto 
man Princes and rrincesses, still re- 
wains a harem in the real sense of the 
word—part of an Oriental house ex- 
clusively kept for the use of women, 

Across 18 threshold no map may 
enter, and one gathers some idea of 
the still somnolent character of Turk- 
ish women from the fact that although 
the inmates of the harem are always 
asked four times at the end of each 
year whether they would like to marry 
and leave, they invariably prefer to 
remain. ‘‘And yet,’ says Miss Grace 
Ellison, in “An Englishwoman in a 
Turkish Harem” “not one of these 
women seem In the least to feel their 
slavery, and no doubt they would turn 
their backs in horror on the ugly, un- 
protected existence of some of the 
women of my country.” 

The Witty Pasha 

Polygamy, according to Miss Ellt- 
son, does not exist nowadays in Tur- 
key, or at least it ls very exceptional, 
Hven many members of the Imperial 
family content themselves with one 
wife. The reason for this is only 
too obvious. ‘When four wives meant 
to their possessor four tillers of the 
land,” said a witty pasha, “there was 
some sense in polygamy, but not when 
they buy their dresses at Paquin's!" 

One of the strangest phases of Turk. 
ish married life concerns the position 
of mother-in-law, “I know no Turk- 
ish wife,” says the authoress, “who 
does not live either with her husband's 
or her own parents. Some parents 
make it a stipulation before consent- 
ing to their daughter’s marriage that 
she shall still live with them, and L 
have met some parents who have re- 
fused good marriages for their daugh- 
ters simply because they could not 
allow them to leave their home. The 
Turkish mother urges her son to marry 
@s soon as possible. He marries be 
fore he can even keep himself. His 
family sees nothing extraordinary in 
the fact that they have not only to 
keep him, but his wife and familly.” 

All-powerful 

The mother-in-law, apparently, is 
all-powerful] in the Turkish household. 
It is she who is the head of the house, 
who aits iu the place of honor, who 
1s first greeted, who gives permission 
to do such and such a thing, and who 
is called by her daughter-in-law Han- 
oum Effendi (honored lady). 

In regard to the choice of wa hus- 
band, it is interesting to note that tho 
Turkish woman now demands, at any 
rate, the privilege of talking with the 
man she is to live with before her 
fate is signed and sealed. “She does 
not have the opportunity,” says Miss 
Dllison, “of knowing him as we Eng- 
Mshwomen know our future husbands, 
but she can at least know whether he 
will ‘get on her nerves,’ in which case 
she refuses to marry him. Judging, 
however, as she still does, by instinct, 
she generally chooses at least a man 
whose physical appearance pleases 
her. Many women, however, have 
owned to me that they accepted their 
husbands not with any feeling of 
gratitude or delight, but rather with 
One of profound thankfulness that 
they were no worse. 


ARMORED AUTOMOBILES 
First Practical: Use of the Most 


Modern War Machine 

Armored cars are undoubtedly a 
Progressive offshoot of the armored 
trains, and are said to have been first 
designed and tested by the German 
army for the use of officers in the fleld, 

Covered with thick armored plates, 
or further defended by steel hoods, 
these vehicles provide admirable pro 
tection to the occupants, and are 
eapable of carrying a driver and five 
men comfortably. 

The chassis, which ts long, low, and 
strong enough to travel over really 
rough ground, is driven by an engine 
of high horse-power, which enables the 
car to travel at great speed. Tho 
wheels are Of the artillery pattern, 
and are protected with circular steel 
shields, so that the tires are the only 
vulnerable points; but, even when 
these are burst, new wheels can be 
shipped at a moment's notice. Tho 
bonnet and wooden body are entirely 
cased in steel, the latter being pro- 
vided with flap loopholes for rifle fire. 

As will be readily understood, four 
or five riflemen placed in a mobile 
and practically impregnable fort can 
do an enormous amount of execution 
{n a very short space of time; but, in 
addition to rifle fire, they can bring 
the mitraflleuse, with which each car 
ls equipped, to bear also.

Fiery Speeches by 
French-Canadian 
~ Members 


Montreal Gazette, Aug. 20. 

However great 4 success  yester- 
day's Liberal assembly at Joliette 
may have been to the anti-conserip- 
tionist cause, it preved to bea dir- 
ect personal loss to Mayor Martin, 
of Montreal. During one of his 
most violent outbursts, he gesticula- 
ted too freely, with the result that 
the stone in his ring became loose 
and fell to the pavement. When it 
was picked up, it was found to be 
in. pieces. His Worship accepted his 
loss with his usual sang-froid, sim- 
ply remarking that it was a willing 
sacrifice on his part to a great 
cause. 

Fiery speeches were in order at 
the meeting. All of the orators 
dealt with conscription ‘and con- 
demned it as the work of qa corrupt 
und autocratic government. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier was held out as the only 
man’ in Canada able to ‘‘guide tbe 
ship of state safely through the 
stormy seas it is now navigating.” 
The Borden government was termed 
“the governnent of millionaires and 
trusts.’ The audience seemed to be 
in entire sympathy with the ideas 
expressed by the orators; the ap- 
plause was frequent and prolonged. 

Mayor Martin was the principal 
speaker of the day. He opened fire 
in g jocular vein, but soon settled 
down to business. His denunciation 
of the conscription bill was extreme- 
ly violent. He declared that the bill 
was doomed and that no Conserva- 
tive candidate would ever dare to 
face an audience and pronounce him- 
self in favor of compulsory service. 

“That man Borden, I will mot call 
him honorable,’ he said, ‘‘is doing 
his utmost to ruin the province of 
Quebec, to depopulate it and to re- 
place us with ‘blokes,’ who will not 
fight. He forgets that we have 
French blood in our veins, that we 
will demand justice and receive it. 
The Governor-General will not sign 
the bill. I have too much confidence 
in him to believe that he will con- 
sent to become the tool of a gang of 
scoundrels.”’ _ 

He launched aq violent attack 
against England, saying that she had 
not done her duty, and advised Can- 
ada to fold her arms and wait until 
the other allies did their share. 

Voluntary enlistment had failed he- 
cause the government had been inac- 
tive and negligent in providing for 
the dear ones left behind by those 
who had gone overseas to defend the 
sacred cause of liberty. ‘I have 
been assailed at my office,’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘by returned soldiers who did 
not have five cents with which to 
buy something to eat.” 

The Mayor praised the patriotism 
and intelligence of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer, whose defeat in 1911 had been 
due to an unholy alliance existing 
fyetween Borden, Monk and Bourassa. 
The great chief had been tempted by 
the offer of a coalition government, 
but, like Our Savior in the desert, 
had answered: ‘‘Get thee behind me, 
Satan."" “But he will live again,” 
he shouted. ‘‘In a few months you 
will see himt returned to power by 
an overwhelming majority in all the 
provinces, even in Ontario.” 

He accused the Government of cor- 
ruption in awarding munition con- 
tracts to foreign countries while 
laborers in this country were starv- 
ing. His speech ended with a prayer 
that Providence intervene and save 
the French-Canadians, pioneers of 
the country. 

Corruption Alleged 

Particular stress was laid upon) 
the crisis which the’ province of Que- 
bee is facing today by Hon. Jacques 


Bureau, M.P.for Three Rivers. He 
declared emphetically that, without 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier at its head, the 
French-Canadian race whuld be ex- 
tinct. in a lew years. He felt. sure 
that this year the people would, not 
let ‘themselves be caught iz a’ trap 
as they had in 1911, when they elec- 
ted a government which he tenmed 
‘the most corrupt in the world, not 
even excepting Russia.” He flayed 
the Canadian Northern bill, calling 
it the most audacious attempt to 
rob the people he had ever witnessed. 
The Government was accused of cor- 
ruption in the purchase of horses and 
medical supplies for-the army, and 
Sir Robert Bordén was rebuked for 
not having brought to justice the 


culprits who were responsible for 
such scandals. 
He foresaw great calamities for 


his race if they did not remain caim 
in their hour of distress. ,‘‘The Eng 
lish,”’ he said, ‘‘are trying to pro- 
voke us in order to exterminate us. 
They will not be content with  kil- 
ling us; they will violate our wives 
and daughters; they will treat us as 
the Germans did the Belgians and 
the inhabitants of Northen France.”’ 

M. P. A. Seguin, M.P. for L’As- 
somption, compared the: Borden Gov- 
ernment to a man in the throes of 
despair at the sight of. degth creep- 
ing upon him. ;‘They fear the judg 
ment day, which is coming,’ he said, 
‘and when every clearseeing Con- 
servative will condemm them. Most 
people counsel calm and prudence in 


the face of present events. For my 
Part, I declare that, when my_ class 
is called to go to the front, I will 


go to jail rather than submit to the 
law, and I will advise all those who 
are in the same predicament to fol- 
low my example.” 

To prove that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
is the victim of slander, he quoted 
the words of Canon Walsh advising 
all good Protestants to vote against 
the Liberal chief, because he was a 
truly) ordained Roman Catholic 
priest, erployed by the church to 
betray the interests of the English- 
Canadians.

Germany's Rulers 
Are Distrusted 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 28.—Presi- 
dent Wilson‘ has rejected the pope’s 
peace proposals. 

In g note dispatched last right and, 
rade public here tonight the presi- 
dent says that while every heart not 


blinded and hardened by the terrible 
war must be touched by the moving 
appeal of his holiness, it would be 
folly to take the path of pence he 
points out if it does not in fact lead 
to)the goal he proposes. 

To deal with such a power as the 
present rulers of Germany upon Pope 
Benedict's plan, declares the presi- 
dent, would involve a recuperation 
of the strength and a renewal of the 
Policy of the world dominiop of thut 
Power, now balked but not defeated, 
after sweeping a continent with thu 
blood of innocent worn and chil- 
dren as well as of soldiers. 

Permanent peace must be based 
upon the faith of all the peoples and 
upon justice and fairness and the 
common rights of mankind, and he 
adds: ‘‘We cannot take the word of 
the present rulers of Germany .as a 
guarantee of anything that is to en- 
dure, unless explicitly supported by

MONTREAL POLICE STOP 
GEDITIOUS MEETINGS 


After Hard Struggle, When 
Clubs Are Used Freely, 
Crowd Is Dispersed 


—_——w 

MONTREAL, Aug. 31.—There was 
no anti-conscription meeting in this 
vity tonight. Two attempts to open 
meetings were quickly subdued, and 
alter ineffectual attempts at holding 
a parade and the police using their 
clubs freely the demonstrators were 
finally dispersed. It was not an easy 
victory for the police, however. 

An announcement was made Tast 
night and again today by leading 
anti-conscriptionists that a meeting 
would be held tonight on Champ de 
Mars in front of the city hall. Again 
the announcement was' made on be- 
half of the police that this meeting 
would not be permitted. Two hun- 
dred policemen were also on hand. 
The constables took no action until 
Joseph Leclaire, g speaker at sever- 
al rrectings recently, standing on an 
embankment, called for someone — in 
the crowd to act. as chairman. 

POLICE CLOSE IN 

As a man in the crowd who volun- 
teered for this office was making for 
the front, the police closed in on the 
crowd and made a search for con- 
cealed arms, at the same time hust- 
ling those present and keeping them 
noving. Two arrests were made. 
Three loaded revolvers were picked 
from the ground, where they had 
heen thrown by owners when it was 
seen that a search was unavoidable. 
The two men arrested, Armand 
Langevin, aged 21 years, and Xavier 
Gautier, age! 22, will be charged 
with illegally carrying concealed wea- 
pons. 

The ereater part of the crowd kept 
together after leaving the grounds, 
and at the corner of Dorchester and 
Beadry streets there was an attempt 
at a meeting. The police again in- 
terfered, and the crowd of seven or 
eight hundred men and boys was in 
a measure dispersed. 

CALL FOR MAYOR MARTIN 

A party of about 300 young men 
proceeded to the residence, in [ogan 
street, of Mayor Medrick Martin, M. 
P. There was a loud call. for Mayor 
Martin to appear. A member of his 
household came to the dyor, how- 
ever, with the information that 
Mayor Martin was in Ottawa. 

From the residence of his worship 
the mayor this party then proceeded, 
lLecoming more noisy all the way, 
and appearing in a destructive mood 
toward Maissoneuve. Along the way 
they lowered a number of street 
lighting are laarps and smashed 
others. A window was broken in the 
offices of the Bank Hochelaga, at 
the corner of Ontario and Aylwin 
streets, and glass was smashed in 
the store of Dufault and Reed at the 
corner of Ontario and IJaaSalle 
avenue. A raid on this store was 
immediately impending when a party 
af police caught up with the milit- 
ants and the crowd dispersed. 

Before the antis finally gave up the 
contest for ‘free speech’’ they made 
a stand at St. Catherine and St. 
Denis. near Taval university. The 
police, using their clubs fréely, dis- 
persed the gathering. This proved 
the hardest problem they had yet 
encountered, but after the several 
hundred violent opponents of — con- 
scription had thrice turned to the 
attack, the police won out. 


SEVER MORE ARRESTED 


MONTREAL, Sept. 1.—The auth- 
orities still preserve silence and pro- 
fess to have no information to give 
out concerning their actions toward 
anti-conscriptionists. Tt was learned 
this morning from a reliable source 
that seven more anti-conscription 
acitators have been placed behind 
the bars. The authorities are said 
to have complete information con- 
cerning the recent dynamite outrage, 
and a number of other arrests are 
expected to follow over the week-ond. 
The names of those already arrested 
could not be learned.

So much has been said of Ger 
many and the Germans that the 


mere sight of the word ‘“‘German’”’ in 
cold print makes one feel inclined to 
pass along to happier reading, but 
not without experiencing a cold shud- 
der. Fortunately there are but few 
people left in Canada today who 
would openly put forward a, plea for 
Germany on the grounds of learning 
and culture. This number would ra- 
pidly diminish were they given the 
opportunity of paying a visit to the 
western front to see for themselves 
the utter destruction the retreating 
German forces have left in 
train. With all hope of victory gone 
the Hun seemingly puts himself out 
to pillage, burn and absolutely de- 
stroy every piece of territory he oc- 
cupies previous to evacuation, be- 
lieving, presumably, that the un- 
changing sight of wanton destruc 
tion will so depress the heart of his 
enemy as to force an earlier peace. 
Harrowing narratives of German 
barbarism are published in ‘‘ The 
French Wounded Emergency Fund 
Magazine,’’ accounts. which fairly 
take one’s breath away. It — dis- 
closes beyond doubt that the plund- 
ering and burning of French towns 
and villages is premeditated and is 
part and parcel of the German miki- 
tary programme. In this war-strick- 
en area only the aged, weak and 
habies in arms are left by the Huns 
to grapple with an unknown future, 
with not even g vestige of a house 
standing in the whole — shell-torn 
area. The able-bodied men and wo- 
men (boys and girls of 14 years and 
upwards) have been deported to 
Germany—literally forced inta bon 
dage. But what makes the saddest 
reading in the unfolding of one of 
the most gruesome stories of this 
war is the reference made to the 
young women who are left with 
Boche children in their arms to share 
the fate of the old and decrepit as 
if to remind them through life of 
German lust and tyranny. What a 
future for these poor unfortunates ! 
The finger of scorn is even now. 
pointed by the more fortunate pro 
geny who will be expected to rebuild 
the future destinies of France. An 
appeal for money is now, being made 
in the newspapers in behalf of The 
¥rench Wounded Emergency Fund. 
This Society was founded to render 
emergency relief to destitute and 
suffering dependents of French — sol- 
diers—to succour the wounded and 
to rehabilitate families in the recap- 
tured and devastated portions _ of 
France and has as its patron H.R. 


H. the Duke of Connaught. The 
French Wounded Sone Fund 
follows every advance o the 


Western Front, and endeavors to 
instill a ray of hope in these poor 
people, who are almost too nuuribed 
with suffering to realize they are no 
longer under the heel of the oppres- 
sor. It is entirely independent of 
any other organization and, looks to 
charity for its support. It is under 
the authority of the French Govem- 
ment, and is the only organization 
undertaking this particular work of 
restoration. Judging from the names 
of the prominent people in Winnipeg 
and Western Canada who have iden- 
tified themselves with the appeal for 
funds, a large measure of success 
should attend the effort. It 4s 
worthy of the support of every true 
citizen and it is to be hoped that a 
bumper sum of money will be real- 
ized. One thing certain: We must 
one and all now acknowledge the 
fact that ‘‘we must give something.”’ 


LABOR SHORTAGE LARGEL 
A NVTH 


With harvest well advanced in the 
southern portion of the province, aDd 
cutting fairly started in the north, 
the seriousness of the labor problem 
ades very considerably. A canvass 
of employment agencies this morning 
reveals the fact that, while in some 
cases there is a shortage of help, 
this does not apply to harvest oper- 
ations. One employment agency 
stated that there had been no diffi- 
culty in obtaining men at the ruling 
wage of $4 a day. Where farmers 
declined to pay this price, they fail- 
ed to get help. In a few isolated 
sections the shortage had been felt, 
but when farmers in these districts 
communicated their wants to th: 
source of supply there has heen lit- 
tle difficulty in securing the desired 
relief. 

Wm. Grant, of the provincial em- 
ployment agency, reports that over 
1,800 men have been sent out from 
the government office during the 
month. Mr. (icant affirms the state- 
ment that the labor shortage has 
been largely a myth. ‘‘There has 
been no acute shortage anywhere 
that I know of,” he said. ‘‘f n sev- 
eral occasions there have eon fifty 
and sixty men around my office wait- 
ing to be sent out. There are more 
men around this year than last, and 
T have no doubt but what every 
want will be _ filled. Orders for 
threshing gangs have heen enming in 
during the past week.’ The provin 
cial office closes for the season on 
Saturday. 

Another labor agent stated that he 
had experienced no diMienlty what- 
ever in securing harvest Kkands, 
though it was quite an flart to in- 
duce men to go out to 'shoring jebs, 
such as railway work. It has elso 
been hard to get men to go out by 
the month, most of them preferring 
to take their chances on day work. 
Tt is not anticipated that the thresh- 
ing season will he as long as_ last 
year. and it will be practically fin- 
ished by the end of September in the 
south, provided fair weather prevails.

(Edmonton Journal) 


The following is a translation of 
part of a long article on the Winni- 
peg convention that appears in Le 
Patriote de l'Ouest of Prince Albert: 

‘Without doubt’ the venom of the 
serpent remains still concealed in 
the principal resolution of the con- 
vention, defining the attitude of the 
L¥eral party of the west on the 
question of the war. The politicians 
skillfully ooncealed an equivocation 
there. Nevertheless we must note 
that the convention was called upon 
to give an interpretation and_ this 
was incontestably hostile to con- 
scription. 

“It was an old Liberal partisan, 
the incorrigible conscriptionist jmem- 
ber for Assiniboia, who made the 
move. An ardent imperialist and 
very little of g diplomat, this brave 
man wished at any price that tne 
convention pronounce on the real 
question after all whether it appro 
ved of cohscription or not. The man- 
ner in which his amendment was re 
ceived asking that the words “ by 
conscription if necessary’’ be added 
to the principal motion concerning 
che carrying on of the war, shatter 
ed the equivocation. By an enor 
mous Majority the convention pru- 
nounced against his amendment and 
the ditticulty which he had, even ut 
making himself heard left no great 
doubt as to the true sentiment ot 
the majority of that assembly. ln 
ais obstinacy in wishing to impose 
nis ideas, Mr. Turriff has rendered a 
great service to the country. He has 
allowed it to be proved to what an 
extent the west, without wishing tuo 
much to avow it, is hostile to con- 
scription. 

“This gives us the key to the pro- 
ceeding to follow in the approaching 
elections in order that the west res- 
pond to the real sentiment of the 
population. It is to call upon the 
candidates to pronounce themselves 
and to eliminate those who wish to 
impose conscription at the peril of 
national unity. The case of Mr. 
Turriff, Dr. Clark, Dr. Neely and of 
several others is clear enough. One 
must say to them to go and save 
the Empire where they wish but that 
their place is not in parliament.” 

The importance of this article 
hardly needs to be pointed out. It 
shows without question to what use 
those in Western Canada who most 
strongly approve of the stand of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the majority 
of the people of Quebec are making 
of the decision reached at Winnipeg. 

.The argument of Le Patriote is 
quite sound. The convention, in

Food Controller of Ganada | REVOLVER SHOTS PUNCTLATE 
Makes Some Suggestions CHEERING AT OEMONGTRA- 


Apples, peaches and tomatoes are 
articles in the Canadian 


promising 
exports this year. The Niagara dis- 
trict is raising an exceptionally 


large crop this year, and a great 
number of newcomers have settled in 
the region to carry on the fruit in 
dustry. The war has had the — effect 
of increasing the production in this 
section god the probler now is how 


to conserve the supply, and save 
Waste. 
“Can, preserve, dry and store,” 


advises the Canadian Food Control- 
ler. 

“Buy intelligently; learn how much 
food Value is secured) fur money 
spent. Plan meals ahead and avoid 
constant small orders. Take yn in 
ventory of your garbage ean. Lf it 
reveals unnecessary Waste, plan tu 
avoid this in future.’’ 

These rules are those of the Wo- 
wren's War-Time Thrift Cummittee 
Ontario. 

“The price of bread has been t0u 
high,’’ says the Canadian Food Con 
troller, ‘‘particularly in some — sec 
tions. Whatever is necessary will be 
done—we hope agreeably to all con 
cerned, But it must be done.” 

“My idea of economy in feeding is 
to make g little of the usual meat 
foods go further by preparing them 
with vegetables and cereals,’’ says 
a distinguished Scotch dietitian. 

It is very advisable in hot weather 
to make a weal of uncooked foods. 
for example cheese, lettuce, brown 
bread, or hard biscuits; or figs, ban- 
anus, nut. biscuits, apples, dates, 
nuts and biscuits. 

“Growers and shippers of potatoes 
should see to it that the crop is 
carefully graded and sacked,’’ said 
Mr. Lou. D. Sweet, the potato ex- 
pert of the American IFyod adminis- 
tration. 

Though the crop this year is big 
in both United States and Canada, 
owing to the uneven quality of the 
seed used the crop may also be un- 
even and therefore should be the 
nore carefully graded to insure a 
stock that will keep over winter. 

Food is being wasted in Canada, 
and it is a plain fact that every 
pound of bread and bacon that is 
saved in Canada can be eaten in the 
War ravaged countries of Europe. It 
is no news to you that the people of 
France and Britain have submitted 
cheerfully to an unheard-of restric- 
tion in their food supplies. The peo- 
ple of Canada stand for the same 
cause; let us then be determined to 
help our heroic allies to the finish. 

Uptimistic views as to Manitoba's 
crops were set forth lately by the 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture for 
Manitoba. There have been reports 
of black rust, but fortunately there 
is no indication that it is danger- 
ous, 

After the graden project here comes 
another suggestion of supreme — in- 
terest: In September, on open'nz the 
schools all over the country, the 
teachers will teach their pupils four 
things, to conserve wheat, fats, 
meats and milk and the reason why: 
Such suggestion is timely, being 
uttered by the advisory committee 
on Home Economics at Washington. 

The statistical reports show that 
the campaign of the kitchen garden 
has been extensively carried out in 
the United States. 222 per cent. 
more were planted in 1917 than in 
any previous year; that the area 
planted amounts to 1,175,000 acres 
more and that this garden — truck 
means $350,000,000 worth of fvod- 
stuffs. 

Fat and trimmings are too often 
thrown away from meat bones,  es- 
pecially in the case of families who 
do not like fat meat. But remember 
many will eat fat meat in the form 
of dripping and suet in puddings. 
who refuse it when cut off meat. 

The Provincial representatives of 
the Food Controller~are J. C. Stew- 
art. Nova Scotia; J. A. MacDonald, 
Prince Edward Island; R. E. Arm- 
strong, New Brunswick; W. S. Wel- 
don, Quebee; George A. Chipman, 
Exlitor Grain Growers’ Guide, Man- 
itoba; Hon. C. W. Brown, Saskatch- 
ewan: J. H. Lamb, Union of Munici- 
palities, Alberta; and Charles Mac 
Donald, British Columbia. 

Reports from the West do not give 
encouraging news of this year's crop. 
Drought has done great damage in 
Southern Manitoba, Southern Sask- 
atchewan, and South-Eastern — Al- 
berta. The Goose Take Country of 
Saskatchewan has also been affected. 
Canada will have to make up for 
this shortage by substituting other 
foods for white wheaten bread. 

The Women's War Fund Thrift 
Committee have issued q splendid 
bulletin entitled, ‘‘Food Facts:" 
“flelp Win the War by Patriotic 
Housekeeping.”’ 

Baron Rhonda, Food Controller of 
Great Britain, is considering the fix- 
ation of the price of a 34 pound loaf 
of war bread at 8 cents. This com- 
pares with 11 cents. for 14 pound 
loaves in many Canadian cities. That 
is, in Britain, bread from Canadian 
wheat or flour, after travelling 3000 
miles at high rates, will sell at 5 
cents. a pound while in Canada the 
price is T and 8 cents. and often 
more, and not A&A submarine in sight. 
This is a situation for which the 
Canadian Food Controller is secking 
the remedy. and if necessary he will 
fix prices. But first he must hye sure 
of all his facts. Tn any event, haw- 
ever, Canadians must eat less bread 
and substitute other foods, for the 
whole world is short of bread. 


FOOD CONTROLLER'S ADVICE 


Following are suvgestions put forth 
hy Hon. J. Wanna, Canadian Food 
Controller : 

1. Use perishable foods. Save

THON BY ANTI-CONGCRIP- 
TONGT 


Montreal Police Warned that 
Next Clash Will See Guns 
and Clubs Used—Speakers 
Urge People to Clean Up 
Their Revolvers and Resist 
Military Measure 


MONTREAL, Aug. 30.— Members 
of the anti-cuonseriptionist parade 
which was broken up by the police 
last night in Demontigny street, 
after the demonstration had peen in- 
terrupted by u squad of fifty con- 
stables at the junction of Montealm 
and St. Catherine streets, in the 
business portion of Montreal’s west 
end, promised reprisals for the con- 
stables when police and marchers 
meet in future. ‘‘It will not be so 
easy for you tomorrow night. We 
will have guns and clubs with which 
to meet you,’’ Was one of the shout- 
ed statements as the constables were 
chasing the scattering antis. 

In the course of the big meeting at 
Laurier Avenue and Gaunier street, 
in the east end, where more than 
five thousand were gathered, a col- 
lection was taken, the young men 
who passed a hat announcing: 

“Tt is for a good cause, to 
chase arms and ammunition 
which to resist conscription.” 

When the money was counted _ it 
was found that $161 had been  col- 
lected. 

P. Mongeau, in the course of his 
deliverance, admitted that he was 
taking risks in opposing the enforce 
ment of the act, but consoled him 
self with the impression that if he 
were arrested the jail doors would 
be broken. He advised his hearers 
to ‘‘clean their old revolvers, as 
they might be needed.’ It was 
Mongeau who aroused enthusiasm. 
when he suggested that labor day 
would hold a new significance if it 
ushered in a general strike. 

Mongeau stated that in two weeks 
proclamations would appear aotifiy- 
ing all those of military age to reg- 
ister at the recruiting offices. His 
advice was to remain at home and 
not register. Then emissiries weuld 
be sent to each house. Before that 
time came, he suggested, old revol- 
vers should be cleaned up, so that 
when an emissary ‘‘called for your 
name you could make him d..nee.”’ 

At this point the revolver shots 
from the crowd continued for a full 
rinute. 

In conclusion Mongeau said that if 
they (they speakers) were sent to 
jail, ‘either Bordeaux or Kingston’’ 
he would ask his hearers to come 
and force open the frison doors. 
This remark was cheered.

MONTREAL, Aug. 30.—“That — is 
what I'll greet those who ccme to 
conscript me with,’’ said J. Lari- 
viere, 17 years of age, to a friend, 
Gerard Parent, about the same age, 
Wednesday, showing Parent a loaded 
revolver while the two boys were at 
the store of J. E. Fournier Corr- 
pany, 81 St. Lawrenve beulevard, 
where young Lariviere was employ- 
ed.

Losses in Battle of Lens Are 
Rapidly Being Made Good 
by Canadians from Camps 
in England 


Canadian Headquarters in France, 
Aug. 30.— Sir George Perley, over- 
seas minister of militia, and acting 
high commissioner in London _ for 
Canada, has been spending a few 
days at the front. He paid a visit 
to the Canadian divisions on which 
the chief burden of the recent battle 
fell. They marched past in g pour 
ing rain like the veterans they are, 
with weapons and accoutrements in 
perfect order and the light of vic- 
tory in their eyes. 

Sir George stated to the overseas 
correspondent that the losses in the 
battle of Lens were rapidly being 
made good from the Canadian de 
pots in England and that the  mren 
still available for reinforcements 
were of the same excellent material 
ws those who had brought much 
honor to the Dominion by their vice- 
tories in the battle of Vimy Ridge 
and Lens. There was no sign of de 
terivration in either keenness or fifrht- 
ing qualities of the young Canadians 
now taking their places in the firing 
line. The great problem was to sec 
ure from Canada a sufficient number 
of men to keep the divisions now in 
the field up to strength. That could 
only ‘be accomplished by the measure 
for military service recently adopted 
at Ottawa. By their splendid valor 


ed the right to urge that the people 
back hore should see that the fight- 
ing power of the Canadian corps ‘be- 
comes unimpaired.

6,000 Germans Will Be 
Traded for 700 British 


About 700 British subjects will be 
exchanged for more than 6,000 Ger- 
mans, according to authoritative in- 
formation given to a Daily Mail re- 
presentative in reference to the final 
agreement as to the exchange, of: in- 
terned civilians over forty-five years 
old. 

The British civilians will come 
mostly from Ruhleben, the Germans 
from Knockaloe, Alexandra Palace, 
and other large internment camps. 
The exchange is to begin at once, 
tut practical questions of ship facili- 
ties will cause unavoidable delays. 
The civilians (both British and Cer- 
man) will be sent home in batches, 
according to transport arranzements 
and the expense will be borne by 
each government, ‘‘debits’’ — and 
“credits’’ to be made when peace is 
declared. 

No man will be repatriated from! 
either country against his wish. If 
he does not wish to return to his 
own country (as will, it is believed, 
by the case with many Germans now) 
in custody in England, particularly 
those with British wives) he will re 
Tain in internment. In addition to 
the 6,000 Germans whom we are to 
release, there will probably be a 
xood many who are interned in the 
Dominions, notably Canada. The ex-, 
change arrangement applies to them 
as well. 

“People should not draw rash oon: 
clusions,’’ an official said, ‘‘from tho 
great discrepancy between the num- 
ber of Germans we are to release in} 
exchange for our own” men. The | 
proportion corresponds fairly accur- | 
rately te the much larger number ot 
German civilians of all ages in our 
hands than Britons interned in Cer- 
many. We shall, of course, have a 
correspondingly larger number left 
on our hands. Besides the purely 
humanitarian aspect of the release 
of men just emerging from middle | 
life, there is the doubly practical ad- 
Vantage of us having to feed 6,000 
fewer Germans and imposing on the 
enemy at a moment least desirable 
to him, the burden of nourishing 
that extra number.

OTTAWA, Aug. 30.—The C. N. R. 
bill was finally disposed of under the 


closure rule in the house at 2 o'clock 
this morning, when Hon. William 
Pugsley’s amendment was voted 


down and third reading adopted., Th 
amendment, which favored approval 
by parliament of the finding of the 
board of arbitration which will tix 
the value of the Canadian Northern 
railway stock to be purchased by the 
government, was rejected by a divis- 
ion of 52 to 36, a government maj- 
ority of 16. A, Champagne, North 
Battleford, voted with the govern- 
ment, and Barrette, of Berthier, 
with the opposition. 

Third reading of the bill was, then 
Passed on the same division. The 
house adjourned at 2.30. 

Although it was generally thought 
that the Canadian Northern railway 
question had been exhausted, the 
debate on the third reading proved 
to be one of the liveliest and the 
best since the introduction of the 
measure in the house. The applica- 


peared to have a tendency to add to 
the good nature of the house. There 
Was much amusement when the 
speaker intimated before the discus- 
sion started that he proposed mak- 
ing use of a gavel to notify the

out the day, everybody being treat- 
ed alike.

SIR WILFRID'’S ATTACK 


Sir Wilfrid summarized the opposi- 
tion’s view in regard to the bill, 
maintaining that while the zovern- 
ment in its legislation of 1914 had 
provided for foreclosure in the event 
of default, it was not proposed to 
purchase the stock of the Vanadian 
Northern railway. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen, in reply, as- 
serted that on the contrary the op- 
position leader. in 1914 had argued 
that there was no possibility of suc- 


way undertaking, and it was for 
that reason that the opposition had 
moved for arbitration as a prelimin- 
ary to taXing over the road at a 
fixed valuation. 

Fred Pardee, chief Liberal whip, 
expressed the conviction that the 
Canadian Northern railway in 1914 
had agreed to foreclosure in the case 
of default, because Mackenzie and 
Mann believed that the $45,000,000 
then secured would tide the com- 
pany over its difficulties. 

A feature of the debate was an at- 
tack made at the evening sitting by 
R. B. Bennett, Conservative member 
for Calgary. He said that the Lill 
would have to be amended ip several 
respects by the senate before it would 
be acceptable. He again advocated 
the solution of the problem by a 
statutory receivership. 

R. B. Bennett declared that the 
provinces which had guaranteed 
‘ponds of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way would, under this legislation, 
have the burdens removed from their 
shoulders gnd distributed among the 
other provinces. The effect of the 
acquisition of the shares was to in- 
vest in the people as g whole all the 
assets and liabilities of the com- 
vany. 

Mr. Bennett then referred to the 
contention that opposition from 
Montreal to the bill was due to the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way desired to acquire the Canadian 
Northern railway. There had never 
been a time, he declared, when the 
C.P.R. would acquire the system, ex- 
cepting probably a few branch lines. 
He could not see why this argument 
was held up to the country, except- 
ing for one of two reasons, first, 
either to hold up the people of Can 
ada so that they could not give just 
and proper consideration to the 
measure before the house, or second, 
to enhance the value of the = stock. 
He resented the introduction int? tha 
debate of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way bogey, in that it prevented a 
full and free discussion of cone cf the 
most important questions ever dis- 
cussed in the house. Reflections had 
been cast upon a memorial signed by 
a group of Montreal men. !7e vould 
not see why these men in Montreal 
had not as good g right to speak 
their reinds on this subject as had a 
similar group of Toronto business 
wen to speak their mind on recipro- 
city in 1911. 

Mr. Bennett then undertook to out- 
line certain changes which he _ be- 
lieved necessary in order to y-lace a 
limit on the tire of acquirement of 
the stock and to prevent the arhitra- 
tion being held up. He was inter 
rupted in the midst of these obser- 
vations by the double pat wf the 
gavel. 

Mr. Bennett laid down his munu- 
script and suggested that 2ne of his 
friends on the other side cf the 
house might finish it for him, start- 
ing at page seven. ‘In my opinion,” 
he said, ‘‘it is necessary that in 
another chamber (the senate) amend- 
ments willbe made to ‘this bill which 
will safeguard the interests of the 
country.”

German Air Raid 
Experiences 


Mrs. W. B. Parsons and family re- 
turned home on Saturday after a 
stay of a year at Sandgate, on the 
south coast of England, in the mili- 
tary area of Folkestone, where Dr. 
Parsons was surgeon at the Folke- 
stone military hospital, and consult- 
ing surgeon for the military district. 
The Dr. is now engaged in wilitary 
surgical work at one of the Cana- 
dian hospitals in France, back of 
Ypres. 

Mrs. Parsons had some most ex- 
citing ,experiences during her stay in 
Ipgland. Like all who return after 
living in England for a while, she 
says that the Canadians have no 
idea of the war conditions, the rules 
and regulations and _ restrictions 
which beset all householders in the 
war countries. They were without 
putatoes for wecks, and were on the 
allowance of half a pound of sugar 
each per week, To get back to Can- 
ada is no easy task. Your name 
has to be sent in to the Canadian 
offiters in London and, when = you 
aro finally accepted, you have to 
steal away to your destination like 
a thief in the night, as you are 
strictly prohibited from. acquainting 
anyone of the plans laid out for you. 
When they reached their port of em- 
barkation, they were seven days on 
the boat before the Admiralty allow- 
ed them. to sail, and they were con- 
voyed all the way across by war 
vessels, being protected by a nur ber 
of destroyers in the barred zone. 
Théy are strictly warned not to re- 
Peat anything of their voyage which 
might reveal the Admiralty’s plans 
of transportation: they saw gq mer- 
chant ship which had been torpedocd}) 
she went down half an hour after 
they had passed her.

Farmers Buying 
Automobiles 


——— 


Prosperity of WesternCanada 
Evidenced by Number of 
Motor Cars 


During the first half of this year 
16,000 automobile licenses have been 
‘issued in Alberta. This is twice, as 
many as during the whole year of 
1916, and ‘is evidence of the prosper- 
ity of the Alberta farmer. . ‘The same 
conditions obtain throughout the 
West, and in its monthly bulletin for 
June, the Canadian Bank of Com 


merce makes special reference to this - 


phase and to the general prosperity 
of the West in the following: 

“Generally speaking, the Western 
farmer is, in many respects, in a 
much better position than hitherto 
to increase his production. Two 
years of high prices for his products 
have enabled him, even with a nor- 
mal crop to liquidate a substantial 
proportion of his liabilities and at 
the same time to buy, improved farm 
, orachinery. His prosperity is reflect- 
fed in the demand for building mater- 
ials, motor cars and other equip 
ment. It is no doubt true that some 
extravagance is evidenced by the 
astonishing demand for motor cars, 
but it must be remembered that 
many of these cars will make fox 
efliciency on the farm and economize 
bath time and labor. 

“In Saskatchewan 21,000 licenses 
for motor cars were issued up to tha 
beginning of May, and it is estimat- 
ed by the department that the total 
would reach 30,000 before the end of 
the summer, In 1916 the number is- 
sued amounted to 15,000, and in 1915 
to 9,000. This extraordinary  in- 
crease has been accompanied by con- 
siderable activity in the business 
centres of the province. Two years 
ago empty dwellings were numerous 
in almost every city from the head 
of the lakes to the Pacific qoast. 
Rents were so low that in sore 
cases high priced property did not 
bring in suflicient revenue to pay. 
taxes. Today houses are in_general 
demand, rents are becoming norma} 
and population is again increasing. 
This desirable change relieves anxiety, 
with regard to the financial position 
of some municipalities‘ and evidences 
general prosperity in the surround- 
ing rural comrunities. 

“Happily there does not appear to 
be any desire on the part of the 
business public to encourage real 
estate speculation. There has' ari 
however, a natural denand for la 
among successful farmers and the 
number of promising immigrants on 
the lookout lor homesteads has also 
increased. Railways and land com- 
panies report more sales during the 
past two months than have taken 
place in the same length of time for 
many years. Altogether the outlook 
is promising and the high prices for 
farm products, on which the present 
prosperity depends, are likely to con- 
tinue for some time after the war.”

ENJOY LIFE FULLY 


Author of Dodo Tells Why They Have 
Better Time Than Those of 
Generation Ago 

Edward Frederick Benson, prophet 
of the New Woman, has written a 
Néw Dodo. Seated before the fire in 
his London study, hung with blue 
china, he talked wittily of women as 
he knows them. 

“The first Dodo,” said he, “was 
militant against Victorian convention- 
ality. Dodo the Second is a daughter 
of the old-Dodo and though she has 
the same originality of character she 
. is different in many respects. Less 
impulsive, more studious, she is deep 
in social problems. Never had Dodo 
reasoned before she acted. 

“The girl of today is ~—bsolutely 
different from the girl of 20 years 
ago. Two things have helped to bring 
this about—the improved methods of 
education and the disappearance of 
the chaperone. 

Chaperonitis was a positive disease 
in the Victorian time, quite as com- 
mon as appendicitis is now. But just 
as people remove the appendix be- 
Cause it is unnececzsary, so they have 
removed the chaperone because she 
is unnecessary. Nobody thinks of 
Mrs. Grundy nowadays. She is 80 
near death that she hardly matters.

THE DEADLY COCKROACH 


A Carrler of Dangerous Disease 
Germs In Same Category as Fly 


Cockroaches carry diseases. They 
are almost as dangerous as the house 
fly, to which medical research has 
traced the spread of germ diseases 
and through a campaign of publicity 
has educated the public to wage merci. 
less war upon. 

Now science is camping upon the 
trail of the roach, having pronounced 
it a death-dealing agent. Kill him at 
sight. He is a menace to your Ife 
and the lives of your children. 

Evidence as to roaches spreading 
other diseases is less direct, but there 
is no doubt they play an important 
part in the dissemination of diph- 
therla, tonsilitis and tuberculosis, car- 
rying the organisms on their feet and 
in the intestinal canals. 

Cockroaches over-run kitchens, pan- 
tries, garbage heaps and decaying 
matter, picking up particles with their 
feet, or feelers, and dropping them 
later in another place. When hun- 
dreds and thousands of cockroaches 
do this, the amount of matter they 
carry from place to place is larger 
than the average housewife considers 
possible. 

Flourid of sodium will exterminate 
the cockroach. It is a dry, white 


powder, and _ costs but 15 cents a 
pound. 

It should be so distributed that the 
roaches will walk in it. A small 


quantity adheres to their feet or 
antenme and the insect cleanses them 
with its mouth. It should be spread 
jn thin layers in runways where it 
will remain dry and powdery. With 
a blower it should’ be forced into 
cracks, pipe holes , spaces behind 
rmooulding, pantry shelves, cupboards 
and wherever cockroaches are noticed 
traveling about. In small quantities 
the powder is not dangerous, although 
when it is used in pantries it ts al- 
ways best to scald dishes and pans 
before using them to wash off any 
particles of the powder which might 
make one sick. 


Keep Needlework Clean 
When engaged on delicate needle- 
work a good idea is to have a little 
flour in u sauce: by you and to dip 
your fingers in it from time to time. 
This will not only keep the hands dry, 

but the work beautifully clean. 


Water Kills Smell of Paint 
Destroy the smell of paint by plac- 
ing pailfuls of cold water in the 
rooms which are being painted. 
Change the water night .nd morning, 
and, when possible, rdd a handful of 
hay to the water in each pall.

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FUNDAMENTAL BASIS OF LIFE 


Protoplasm Has Furnished the Sclen- 
tists With a Most Interesting Sub- 
ject for Discussion. 


— 


Protoplasm—the literal translation 
of which means “the first man made” 
—was the name given by a German 
scientist in 1846 to the shiny granu- 
lar, semi-fluid contents of vegetable 
cells. It looks like the white ofan 
egg, and it can be analyzed into four 
chemical elements—carbon, oxygen, 
uitrogen and hydrogen. It is now 
recognized as the fundamental basis 
for- all life; the smallest particle of 
it goes through what is known as the 
cycle of Hfe—free motion, feeling, 
feeding and reproduction. When in 
some unconscious way it grows mem- 
brane for a covering, or a little nu- 
cleus, a kernel somewhere within it 
e-sclence calls it a cell, These cells 
are the same in plants and animals. 
Prof. Jacques Loeb showed the im- 
portance of this fact. Although plants, 
he explained, have no nervous sys- 
tems, they have “instinctive move- 
ments.” In analysis of instincts, he 
bound together, in the cell common to 
them, the plant and the worm at the 
root of the plant (as some day, per- 
haps, the tree of life and the serpent 
may be bound); and he called their 
reflex actions “tropisms.” ‘Then he 
pointed out that tropisms are mechan- 
{cal acts—that moth and fly and ivy 
leaf move, in spite of themselves, in 
chemical subjection to ight, heat and 
odors (which the sclentist calls ema 
pations”)—-From the Metropolitan.

Ontario. A young Neutenant of 380 
years of age, a millionaire in his own 
right, was among the first to enlist. 
His family opposed the idea vigorous- 
ly, but to no avail. “If I, a trained 
man, refuse to go to war, what sort 
of example would I offer the rest of 
Canadians?" he demanded. On the 
day when the troops embarked for 
Valcartier his brother went to the rail- 
way station and offered to equip an 
entire regiment at his own expense 
if the young Ileutenapt would stay be- 
hind. “That sounds good,” replied 
the officer, “but it has nothing to do 
with duty.” 

In such commercial centres as 
Toronto and Montreal the evidences 
of patriotism on the part of scions of 
well known families stand out plainly. 
No fewer than three sons of Mr. 
Clarence J. McCuaig, a Montreal 
financier of wide reputation, are in 
the same regiment on active service. 
Sons of the two partners of Hanson 
Brothers, bankers, are also serving. 
Major Norsworthy, Captain J, K. L. 
Ross, and a score of other influential 
names could be Nested, showing the 
extent of participation by leaders of 
the financial community. Instances 
are not uncommon where Montreal 
officers are assigned to commands 
where a brother or a nephew is a 
private in the ranks, 

‘Toronto shows and imposing list of 
a similar character. Sons of judges 
are acting as privates, and young men 
brought up with every luxury are 
swallowing the hardtack of the mili- 
tary camp and rolling in a blanket 
for their bed. A few names selected 
from a long list express the point 
better than description: Victor Van- 
dersmissen, Lawton Ridout, T. J. 
Delamere, son of Col. Delamere; Bert- 
Tam Nevitt, son of Dr. Nevitt; Roy 
Nordheimer, Dr. John Colquhoun, 
Prof. A. W. M. Bilis, Harold Shep- 
pard, Roger and Erio Pepler, sons of 
B. B. P. Pepler of Barrie; Hugh Ince, 
two sons of Sir John Gibson, two sons 
of Lockhart Gordon, Douglas Mason, 
and these are only typical of many 
others. 

Such men as Colonel Mercer, com- 
manding the Queen’s Own; Colonel 
Turner, of Quebec; Colonel Currie of 
the Highlanders; Colonel J. DB. Cohoe, 
of Welland; Colonel A. C. Macdonald, 
of Winnipeg, are well known as suc- 
oessful professional and business men. 


ROOSTS FOR CHICKENS 


Flat Perches the Best—Birds Should 
Not Huddle Togethcr 


— 


James G. Halpin, a poultry expert, 
lays much of the blame for mortality 
among young chickens during the 
early wintcr months from roup and 
similar diseases to a neglect on the 
part of thelr owners in not seeing 
that they are placed on roosts early 
in the season. 

When chickens are left out on frosty 
nights in an improvised shelter they 
are gure to huddle close together, and 
in this way the bodily temperature ts 
raised far above normal, making it 
easy for them to catch colds which 
often lead to fatal diseases. Feather 
development, so important to fowls fn 


the North, is also retarded as a re- 
sult of these improper ‘housing 
methods. 


The charge that “crooked breast” 
{s a sure result of placing chickens 
on roosts too early in the season is 
partially refuted by Mr. Halpin, who 
believes that by using flat perches 
most of the danger from that trouble 
may be avoided. He recommends 
that two by fours, ‘turned edgewise, 
be used for roosts where the span to 
be covered is over eight feet.

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‘OUR WATERWAYS. 


Thelr Development of Great Interest 
to all Parts of VCanads 


The development of Canada’.: inland 
waterways ‘should be proceeded with. 
A pamphlet lately issued hy the Great 
Waterways Union deals with the 
problem in a comprehensive and con 
vincing manner. Transportation, we 
are reminded, is the most important 
material and economic question before 
the people to-day. Transportation by 
water on a firstclass ship:.ay is not 
only -cheaper than by rail but: often 
Much quicker. According to the 
United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the average cost of mov- 


ing freight by rail in a recent year |: 


was 7.48 mills per ton per mile, For 
the same year the cost of moving 
freight by the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
route was .84 of one mill per ton per 
mill, or one-ninth of the average rail 
rate. The average cost of handling 
freight by the various water ways o! 
the United States is one-sixth of what 
{t is by the railways. _All mcney spent 
on the improvement of Americar 
waterways has returned t> the people 
of the United States dividends of 100 
to 200 per cent. annually in reduced 
freight rates. 
From Lake Superlor Westward 

In European countries where the 
people own and operate the rallways, 
the most is made of natural water 
transportation for the benefit of trade 
end the general public. In countries. 
however, where railways are operated 
chiefly by private corporations, natural 
advantages are more likely to be 
neglected. The result of this neglect 
to Canada is to be seen not only in 
the inadequate development of water 
connection from Montreal te the Up 
per Lakes. It is quite as noticeable 
in the failures to provide water trans 
portation from Lake Superior to the 
Western Prvinces vila the Lake ot- 
the-Woods, Lake Winnipeg, the Sas- 
katchewan and other rivera. Werte 
this route developed, not «nly would 
{t provide for an enormously ‘ncreased 
volume of traffic, especially of graio 
and coal, but {t would result in a 
great lowering of the freight charges 
by the railways. 

Through the Pralres 

As to the fearibility of water trans 
portation : cross the Canadian prairies, 
Sir Robert W. Perks, of London, Eng 
land, writes: “‘Whenever I have beer 
out West I have been struck with the 
fact that no organized and effective 
effort has hitherto besn made to use 
those magnificent waterways. I do 
not know whether you have ever been 
down the Darube as I have been, and 
watched the huge flat birges carry- 
ing very often 3,000 tons, half a dozen 
of them in tow of a small tug, and 
all laden with grain. The cost of 
carrying grain by this method is In- 
finitesimal; and were a system of this 
sort adopted in the West, the value 
to the vast grain-growitg Prairie 
Provinces would be _ incalculable.’ 
Professor A. B. Wilmott believes that 
a barge canal may easily be built at 
small expense from Edmonton to 
Winnipeg, and adds that a similar 
waterway from Winnipeg to the head 
of Lake Superior would, if constructed 
at reasonable cost, indefinitely lower 
freight charges. 


REVIVE FARMING 


The Need of Getting In Touch With 
the Most Progressive. Farmers 


Mr. Roosevelt has summed up the 
need for a “revival” of farming in 
the following words: “The English- 
speaking peoples, not only in America 
but of Great Britain and the colonies, 
must wake up to the fact that for 
over half a century every wise ad- 
vance in the line of proper develop- 
ment of farming life has taken place 
in certain progressive States of Con- 
tinental Eurore. . . . < hopea very 
full study will be made of the Irish 
rural situation, because in that coun- 
try most progressive farmers are re- 
organizing their business upon lines 
laid down after a study of the con- 
tinental agricultural systems I have 
mentioned.” That Canada is in the 
Bame position as the United States“so 
far as the need for reform is con- 
cerned may be accepted without ques- 
tion. During ten months of last year 
this agricultural country, which hopes 
to be “the bread basket of the Em- 
pire,” imported eleven millioin dozen 
of eggs, and millions of pounds of 
butter. Something is radically wrong 
when a rich farming country cannot 
feed itself. Saskatchewan appointed 
two delegates to accompany an Ameri- 
oan Commission of Inquiry which sailed 
for Europe this spring. Every 
other Province of Canada should be 
represented as well. The expense is 
not heavy, and the opportunities for 
investigation will be exceptionally 
great. 


The Northwest Brass Foundry Com- 
pany, Limited, operating a. present 
thirteen factories in the United States 
and two in Canada, will establish a 
plant in Calgary, costing $300,000, and 
employing 600 men.

WHERE CANADA LAGS 


Technical and Industrial Education 
Performs Wonders in Europe 

Dr. J. W. Robertson, who invest! 
gated technical schools and industria. 
training for the Dominion Governmeni 
as chairman of the commission whict 
looked into these matters abroad 
States that the claim that Canada has 
yet the best schools in the world “is 
tommyrot of the rottenest kind.” Dr. 
Robertson leaves no doubt as to his 
opinion on the subject by quoting 
scores of cases wherein the Dominior 
in hopelessly behind many of the 
European countries. 

In Canada, on virgin soil, the wes 
tern grain grower is proud of a max) 
mum of 20 bushels per acre, but in 
Britain, Dr. Robertson pointe out, far 
mers raise 86 bushels on soil unde: 
cultivation for over 80 years. This 
is due to industrial training and the 
system of technical education in 
vogue in the Old Country. And as 
confirmatory of this a published re. 
port on conditions in Russia may be 
employed. This report will prove a 
surprise to Canadians who have been 
so accustomed to look upon the Czar's 
country as a backward and unen 
lightened state. In the ten years from 
1898 to 1908 Russia's population in. 
creased from 130 millions to 171 mi) 
lfons, a higher birth yate be{ng shown 
than in any other cduntry in Europe 
Not only has Russia's population thus 
grown, but her productivity has in 
creased in proportion. From 1902 to 
1912 her exports of wheat rose from 
70 millions to 139 millions—an in 
crease of 98 per cent! This agricul 
tural advance, says the report, has 
been aided by the state, “which has 
instituted technical schools In many 
places through the country, and these 


‘already have some 10,000 pupils; agr 


cultural banks have also been estah 
lished to care for the needs of the

WHAT NEUTRALITY MEANS 


Nation Not at War Must Follow De- 
finite Course of Action 


The main principle of the doctrine 
of neutrality is that, while other 
nations are at war, those which are 
@t peace are able, without molesta- 
tion, to pursue their ordinary busi- 
ness. Neutral countries, however, 
must show absolute impartiality io 
their dealings with the combatants, 
while the latter must scrupulously 
respect the neutral position of coun- 
tries at peace. Germany’s great 
crime is that she, in deflance of all 
international law, {gnored the neutral- 
ity of Belgium, because that country 
stood in the way of swift invasion of 
France. 

A neutral State is not permitted to 
give armed assistance to either bel- 
ligerent, even though such ald may 
have been promised before the war. 
Neither must she lend money to 
either side, guarantee a loan, or allow 
the passage of belligerent troops 
through her territory. The reason 
why thousands of British Naval 
Brigade and Belgian troops are in- 
terned in Holland is because a neutral 
State is bound to intern and disarm 
any troops which attempt to traverse 
her country. Should a neutral State 
not observe this law and assist any 
belligerent force which may be driven 
into her country, the enemy is en. 
titled to treat such a deviation as a 
Just cause for war. 

On the other hand a belligerent is 
mot permitted to carry on hostilities 
{n neutral territory, nor use neutral) 
harbors for the purpose of fitting out 
expeditions against his enemy, 

The ships of nentral nations are en- 
titled to go about their business in 
the usual way, provided they are not 
carrying contraband of war; but they 
are Mable to be searched by belliger- 
ent ships. Belligerent ships may not 
be fitted out in neutral waters, but if 
they are driven by force of circum- 
stances into a neutral harbor they may 
be supplied with sufficient coal to en- 
able them to proceed on their voyage. 
They must, however, leave a neutral 
port within twenty-four hours, or be 
“Internea” for the rest of the war— 
that is to say, the neutral authorities 
must see that the ship is dismantled 
until the end of the war. 

The term contraband applies to 
articles which may be regarded as 
likely to help belligerents to prolong 
tha war, and the transportation of 
such articles by neutral ships is pro- 
hibited by international law. The Mest 
of articles includes arms of all kinds, 
explosives, military clothing and 
equipment, boats and in certain cir- 
cumstances foodstuffs, bullion, field 
apparatus, horse equipment, and ali 
kinds of nautical instruments. 


HUMAN LOCUSTS 


Men Who Rot the Soll and Pass on 
to New Fields 


As head of the Irish Department of 
Agriculture ‘Sir Horace Plunkett has 
done marvels in raising farming con- 
ditions in the Emerald Isle. In a 
recent speech regarding agriculture on 
the North American continent Sir 
Horace spoke with some vigor of the 
men who exploited virgin wheat lands 
until they were exhausted and then 
removed on farther west. He said: 
“TJ have seen almost a generation of 
so-called farmers {n a portion of the 
corn-belt passing like locusts over the 
soil, robbing it of its fertility—in ar. 
der to meet the financial exigencte: 
arising from purchasing on credit 
more farm land than they could cul- 
tivate—selling out on a profit made 
by immigration and railroad develop- 
ment, and passing on to repeat the 
process further west. Canada is now 
getting wheat, let us hope, is the last 
of these human locusts.”
